Thie
week will likely tell the tale and if it
be sgainst Judge Hargis and be ls
proven guilty as charged lo the indict-
ment by incontrovertable testimooy,
we truet his punishment will be even
greater than 1s usually sccorded to
those convicted of similar crimes be-
cause of his high standiog officially
and politically and that he will be re-
pudiated by the democratic party aod
